Resolution  approving  designation  for  six  (6)  montlis  of  eight  (8)  temporary  selling 
spaces  in  "mini-plaza"  on  17**^  Street  at  Castro  and  l\/larket  Streets  for  street  artists 
certified  by  the  Arts  Commission,  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  exempting  said 
spaces  from  the  regulation  of  Police  Code  Section  2405(c)(11)  relating  to  distance 
between  street  artists;  said  spaces  subject  to  Board  of  Supervisors  review. 

WHEREAS,  The  Street  Artists  Ordinance  adopted  by  the  voters  of  San  Francisco  as 
Proposition  "L"  at  the  election  held  on  November  4,  1975,  authorizes  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  by  resolution,  to  designate  sales  areas  where  any  street  artist  or  craftsperson 
previously  certified  may  sell  art  or  craft  items;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  creation  of  a  temporary  "mini-plaza"  on  17'^  Street  at  Castro  and 
Market  Streets  was  initiated  by  the  Castro  Upper  Market  Benefit  Community  District  and  was 
officially  opened  to  the  public  on  May  13,  2009,  by  Mayor  Gavin  Newsom  and  Supervisor 
Bevan  Dufty;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  plan  for  the  "mini-plaza"  on  17*^  Street  at  Castro  and  Market  Streets 
provides  for  the  participation  of  street  artists  certified  by  the  Arts  Commission  to  sell  their 
wares;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Arts  Commission,  on  June  1,  2009,  unanimously  voted  to  request  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  designate  temporary  street  artist  spaces  in  the  "mini-plaza";  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  following  temporary  selling  spaces  for  street  artists  certified  by 
the  Arts  Commission  are  hereby  designated  for  a  period  of  six  (6)  months:

[Accept  and  expend  State  grant  -  Transportation  Development  Act,  Article  3] 


Resolution  authorizing  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  accept  and  expend  state 
Transportation  Development  Act  (TDA)  Article  3  funds  totaling  $333,000  for  various 
pedestrian  projects  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  FY  2009-10. 


WHEREAS,  Article  3  of  the  Transportation  Development  Act  (TDA),  Public  Utilities 
Code  (PUC)  Section  99200  et  seq.,  authorizes  the  submission  of  claims  to  a  regional 
transportation  planning  agency  for  the  funding  of  projects  exclusively  for  the  benefit  and/or 
use  of  pedestrians  and  bicyclists;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission  (MTC),  as  the  regional 
transportation  planning  agency  for  the  San  Francisco  Bay  region,  has  adopted  MTC 
Resolution  No.  875,  Revised,  entitled  "Transportation  Development  Act,  Article  3, 
Pedestrian/Bicycle  Projects,"  which  delineates  procedures  and  criteria  for  submission  of 
requests  for  the  allocation  of  "TDA  Article  3"  funding;  and, 

WHEREAS,  MTC  Resolution  No.  875,  Revised  requires  that  requests  for  the  allocation 
of  TDA  Article  3  funding  be  submitted  as  part  of  a  single,  countywide  coordinated  claim  from 
each  county  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  region;  and, 

WHEREAS,  MTC  has  granted  an  exception  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for 
Fiscal  Year  2009-10,  allowing  the  Department  to  submit  an  individual  claim;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 

desires  to  submit  a  request  to  MTC  for  the  allocation  of  TDA  Article  3  funds  to  support  eligible 
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projects  that  are  for  the  exclusive  benefit  and/or  use  of  pedestrians  and  or  bicyclists;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Works  declares  it  is  eligible  to  request  an 
allocation  of  TDA  Article  3  funds  pursuant  to  Section  99234  of  the  Public  Utilities  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  is  no  pending  or  threatened  litigation  that  might  adversely  affect  the 
projects  described  in  this  resolution,  or  that  might  impair  the  ability  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  to  implement  the  projects;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Works  is  not  legally  impeded  from  submitting  a 
request  to  the  MTC  for  the  allocation  of  Transportation  Development  Act  (TDA)  Article  3 
funds,  nor  is  the  Department  of  Public  Works  legally  impeded  from  undertaking  the  projects 
described  below;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Works  has  identified  $166,500  in  work  for  the 
preliminary  engineering  and  design  of  curb  ramps  to  be  constructed  at  various  locations 
throughout  San  Francisco  as  required  by  the  federal  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act,  to  be 
funded  from  Fiscal  year  2009-10  TDA  Article  3  funds;  and. 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Works  has  identified  $166,500  in  work  to  repair 
public  sidewalks  at  various  locations  throughout  San  Francisco  to  be  funded  from  Fiscal  Year 
2009-10  TDA  Article  3  funds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Works  has  committed  adequate  staffing 
resources  to  complete  the  projects;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Environmental  and  right-of-way  issues  have  been  reviewed  and  found  to 
be  in  such  a  state  that  fund  obligation  deadlines  will  not  be  jeopardized;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City's  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  Department  of 
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Public  Works'  actions  contemplated  in  this  Resolution  are  in  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA,  Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000  et 
seq.);  said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File 


WHEREAS,  Adequate  local  funding  is  available  to  complete  the  projects;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  projects  are  ready  to  commence  implementation  during  the  fiscal  year 
of  the  requested  allocation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Works  agrees  to  maintain,  or  provide  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  projects  for  the  benefit  of  and  use  by  the  public;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  grant  budget  includes  provision  for  indirect  costs  in  the  amount  of 
$28,354;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  to  accept  and  expend  up  to  $333,000  in  state  TDA  Article  3  funds  for  FY  2009-10  for 
the  projects  described  above  and  to  execute  all  required  documents  for  receipts  of  such 
funds.

Approving  Port  Commission  Lease  No.  L-14705  with  Sustainable  Crushing  Ventures, 
LLC,  for  a  five  (5)  year  term  with  a  five  (5)  year  extension  option  for  certain  real 
property  located  at  Pier  94,  Seawall  Lot  352  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  California  Statutes  of  1968,  Chapter  1333  (the  "Burton  Act")  and  the  San 
Francisco  Charter  Section  B3.581  empower  the  San  Francisco  Port  Connmission  with  the 
power  and  duty  to  use,  conduct,  operate,  maintain,  manage,  regulate  and  control  the  lands 
within  Port  Commission  jurisdiction;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  B  3.581(g)  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
provides  that  leases  granted  and  made  by  the  Port  Commission  should  be  administered 
exclusively  by  the  operating  forces  of  the  Port  Commission;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Charter  Section  9,118  requires  Board  of  Supervisors 
approval  of  any  leases  having  a  term  of  ten  (10)  or  more  years  or  having  anticipated  revenue 
to  the  City  of  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  or  more;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  policy  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  set  forth  in  Administrative  Code 
Section  23.33,  is  to  approve  only  proposed  leases  involving  property  or  facilities  of  the  City 
that  have  been  awarded  to  the  highest  responsible  bidders  in  accordance  with  the  competitive 
bidding  procedures,  except  where  impractical  or  impossible;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Ordinance  No.  183-06  authorized  the  Port  to 
award  a  contract,  without  competitive  solicitation,  for  the  crushing,  removal,  and/or  disposal  of 
approximately  120,000  tons  of  debris  and/or  contaminated  soils  ("Existing  Stockpile")  on  Pier 
94,  Seawall  Lot  352  ("SWL  352"),  which  had  been  abandoned  at  the  site  by  a  former  Port 
tenant  operating  a  construction  materials  recycling  facility  under  Port  Lease  No.  L-12831;  and 
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WHEREAS,  On  October  1 1 ,  2007,  the  Port  Commission  authorized  Port  staff  to  issue  a 
request  for  proposals  {"RFP")  for  a  leasing  opportunity  at  Pier  94,  Seawall  Lot  ("SWL")  352,  to 
operate  a  construction  materials  recycling  facility  specializing  in  processing  of  demolition 
concrete  and  related  construction  materials  ("Construction  Materials  Recycling  Center")  and  to 
process  Existing  Stockpile  into  fill  material  and  other  construction  products  for  use  or  sale  by 
the  Port,  pursuant  to  a  defined  Scope  of  Work;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  26,  2008,  the  Port  Commission  approved  Resolution  08-14 
authorizing  Port  staff  to  enter  into  exclusive  negotiations  with  Raisch  Company,  a  California 
corporation,  dba  Raisch  Products,  and  San  Francisco  Recycling  and  Disposal,  Inc. 
("SFR&D"),  a  California  corporation  and  wholly  owned  subsidiary  of  Norcal  Waste  Systems, 
Inc.  ("Raisch/SFR&D");  and 

WHEREAS,  Raisch/SFR&D  have  entered  into  a  joint  venture  agreement  to  form 
Sustainable  Crushing  Ventures,  LLC,  a  California  limited  liability  company  ("Sustainable 
Crushing  Ventures"),  which  has  filed  articles  of  organization  with  the  California  Secretary  of 
State;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  and  Sustainable  Crushing  Ventures  have  completed  negotiations 
for  Lease  No.  L-14705,  including  a  services  contract,  and  certain  terms  for  optional  public 
works  contract,  on  the  terms  outlined  in  the  February  24,  2009  Port  Commission  staff  report, 
which  was  approved  by  the  Port  Commission  on  March  24,  2009  by  Resolution  09-21  and  is 
described  in  the  proposed  agreement  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Health  has  reviewed  the  proposed  operations 
plan  for  the  Construction  Materials  Recycling  Center  ("Operations  Plan")  and  determined  that 
the  proposed  operation  is  a  Type  A  Inert  Debris  Recycling  Facility  under  California  Code  of 
Regulations  Title  14  §§  17380  et  seq.;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Department's  Major  Environmental  Analysis 
Division  has  issued  to  the  Port  a  General  Rule  Exclusion,  v^hich  finds  Port  actions  to  approve 
new  leases  vjhere  the  use  under  the  new  lease  would  continue  an  existing  use  for  the  site 
without  any  substantial  physical  changes  to  the  site  or  substantial  intensification  of  the  use  are 
exempt  from  environmental  review  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA"); 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  allowed  use  by  Sustainable  Crushing  Ventures  under  Lease 
No.  L-14705  continues  the  prior  use  under  Lease  No.  L-12831  without  any  substantial 
physical  changes  to  the  site  or  substantial  intensification  of  the  use  and,  therefore,  San 
Francisco  Port  Commission  approval  of  Lease  No.  L-14705  is  within  the  Port's  General  Rule 
Exclusion  for  CEQA  purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  will  not  enter  into  the  optional  public  works  contract  to  place  and 
compact  fill  material  onto  adjacent  Port  property  without  Board  of  Supervisors  authorization  to 
proceed  at  the  negotiated  price  per  ton  ;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approves  Lease  No.  L-14705  and 
authorizes  the  Executive  Director  or  her  designee  to  execute  Lease  No.  L-14705,  in 
substantially  the  form  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That,  except  for  the  optional  public  works  contract  as  provided 
in  this  Resolution,  the  Port  Commission  authorizes  the  Executive  Director  to  enter  into  any 
additions,  amendments  or  other  modifications  to  Lease  No.  L  14705  that  the  Executive 
Director,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  determines  are  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Port, 
do  not  materially  increase  the  obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  City  or  Port,  and  are  necessary  or 
advisable  to  complete  the  transactions  that  Lease  No.  L  14705  contemplates  and  effectuate 
the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  Resolution,  such  determination  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by 
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the  execution  and  delivery  by  the  Executive  Director  of  Lease  No.  L  14705,  and  any  such 
amendments  thereto;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  directs  the  Executive  Director 
to  seek  further  Board  of  Supervisors  authorization  before  entering  into  the  optional  public 
works  contract  with  Sustainable  Crushing  Ventures;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  directs  the  Executive  Director

WHEREAS,  The  City,  on  behalf  of  the  Human  Services  Agency,  entered  into  a  lease 
for  an  initial  10-year  term  with  Stuart  B.  and  Myrna  J.  Aronoff  Revocable  Trust  and  Trudy 
Cohn,  as  Landlord,  for  the  building  comprising  approximately  15,000  square  feet,  with 
parking,  located  at  160  South  Van  Ness  Avenue,  which  will  terminate  on  8/31/09;  and 

WHEREAS,  An  additional  5-year  option  term  was  included  in  the  lease  agreement 
subject  to  enactment  of  a  resolution  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Mayor,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Real  Estate  Division  on  behalf  of  the  Human  Services  Agency 
negotiated  a  7-year  option  term  commencing  9/1/09  at  the  fair  market  monthly  rental  rate  of 
$30,081 .33  ($2.01/s.f.)  flat  for  four  years  with  a  fixed  adjustment  of  2-1/2%  for  the  last  three 
years,  or  $30,833.36  per  month  ($2.06/s.f.)  for  the  remaining  3-year  period.

The  form  of 
the  Water  Revenue  Bonds,  in  substantially  the  form  presented  to  the  Board,  as  set  forth  in  an 
Exhibit  to  the  Supplemental  Indentures,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Controller  of  the  City  or  any 
deputy  thereof  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  approve  and  to  execute  the  Water 
Revenue  Bonds  by  manual  or  facsimile  signature;  with  such  changes,  additions,  amendments 
or  modifications  therein  which  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable  and  as  the  City 
Attorney  may  require  or  approve,  the  approval  of  such  additions  or  changes  to  be  conclusively 
evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Water  Revenue  Bonds;  provided  however,  the 
Commission  shall  return  to  the  Board  prior  to  the  issuance  of  any  such  Water  Revenue  Bonds 
to  obtain  approval  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  any  related  financing  or  disclosure  documents 
prepared  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  such  obligations. 

Section  3.  Affirmation  of  Existing  Bond  Covenants.  The  Board  hereby  confirms 
Section  5.01(b)  of  the  Indenture  which  sets  forth  the  disposition  of  Revenues  (as  defined  in 
the  Indenture)  applicable  to  the  Bonds  (as  defined  in  the  Indenture)  and  covenants  with  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds  that  the  Revenues  shall  be  appropriated  and  expended  as  set  forth  in 
Section  5.01(b)  of  the  Indenture.

WHEREAS,  The  University  of  California,  San  Francisco  ("UCSF")  desires  to  construct 
and  operate  a  rooftop  helipad  (the  "helipad")  atop  its  planned  UCSF  Medical  Center  at 
Mission  Bay;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Board")  is  required  under  California  Public 
Utilities  Code  Section  21661 .5,  to  approve  the  helipad  before  the  California  Department  of 
Transportation,  Aeronautics  Division,  will  consider  approval  of  a  permit  for  the  helipad;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  UCSF  Medical  Center  at  Mission  Bay  will  include  a  new,  state-of-the- 
art  facility  for  the  UCSF  Children's  Hospital,  which  provides  a  vast  array  of  expert  care  from 
routine  immunizations  to  the  most  advanced  treatments  for  serious,  life-threatening  childhood 
diseases;  and 

WHEREAS,  Rapid  and  direct  access  to  highly  specialized  medical  care  is  vital  when  a 
child  is  critically  ill,  a  baby  is  born  with  a  devastating  birth  defect,  or  a  pregnant  woman  is  in 
distress;  and 

WHEREAS,  Community  hospitals  are  not  able  to  provide  the  resources,  level  of  care, 
and  numbers  of  pediatric  specialists  that  are  available  at  UCSF  Children's  Hospital;  and 

WHEREAS,  UCSF  desires  the  expertise  of  the  UCSF  Children's  Hospital  to  be 
available  to  the  children  of  San  Francisco,  the  Bay  Area,  and  beyond;  and 
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WHEREAS,  A  helipad  serving  the  new  UCSF  Children's  Hospital  would  provide  much 
more  immediate  access  for  the  most  critical  of  these  children  who  are  transferred  from  other 
hospitals;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  2,  1998,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Ordinance  No.  335-98 
approved  and  adopted  the  Mission  Bay  South  Redevelopment  Plan,  which  establishes  the 
land  uses  for  the  redevelopment  area;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  new  UCSF  Children's  Hospital  is  located  within  the  Mission  Bay  South 
Redevelopment  Plan  Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  October  12,  2005,  by  memorandum,  which  is  incorporated  into  this 
resolution  by  this  reference,  the  Executive  Director  of  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment 
Agency  determined  as  provided  by  Section  302  of  the  Mission  Bay  South  Redevelopment 
Plan  that  the  UCSF  hospital  development  is  a  permitted  secondary  use  under  the  Mission  Bay 
South  Redevelopment  Plan  Area  as  it  will  generally  conform  to  the  redevelopment  objectives 
and  planning  and  design  controls  and  will  make  a  positive  contribution  to  the  character  of  the 
Plan  Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Regents  of  the  University  of  California  ("The  Regents")  and  the 
University  of  California  ("University"),  as  the  lead  agency  under  the  California  Environmental 
Quality  Act  ("CEQA"),  California  Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000  et  seq.  and  the 
California  Code  of  Regulations  Sections  1 5000  et  seq.,  ("CEQA  Guidelines"),  for  the  UCSF 
Medical  Center  at  Mission  Bay  prepared  and  certified  the  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report 
on  the  UCSF  Medical  Center  at  Mission  Bay  on  September  17,  2008  (the  "MCMB  EIR");  and

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WHEREAS,  The  Regents  adopted  CEQA  Findings,  including  a  statement  of  overriding 
considerations  and  a  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program  and  approved  the  first 
phase  of  the  UCSF  Medical  Center  at  Mission  Bay  on  September  17,  2008,  which  documents 

are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.   Q9Q799  and  incorporated  in  this 

resolution  by  this  reference;  The  Regents  deferred  approval  of  the  helipad  operations  until 
the  RSRP  and  associated  environmental  review  pursuant  to  CEQA  were  completed;  and 

WHEREAS,  UCSF  has  worked  diligently  with  residents  of  the  neighborhoods  adjoining 
Mission  Bay  to  develop  the  RSRP  for  owners  of  homes  that  may  be  disproportionately 
impacted  by  noise  associated  with  helipad  operations;  and 

WHEREAS,  Following  development  of  the  RSRP,  the  University  prepared  a 
supplement  to  the  MCMB  EIR  entitled  Final  Supplemental  Environmental  Impact  Report  for 
the  UCSF  Medical  Center  at  Mission  Bay  -  Residential  Sound  Reduction  Program  for 
Helicopter  Operations  ("SEIR");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SEIR  was  prepared  to  update  the  helicopter  noise  analysis  of  the 
MCMB  EIR  by  evaluating  the  effectiveness  of  the  RSRP  mitigation  measure  in  reducing  the 
noise  impacts  identified  in  the  MCMB  EIR,  as  well  as  providing  updated  noise  contours  using 
the  most  recent  Integrated  Noise  Model  developed  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  University,  through  its  Executive  Vice  President  for  Business 
Operations,  certified  the  SEIR  as  adequate  in  accordance  with  CEQA  on  April  22,  2009,

WHEREAS,  Although  these  are  tough  economic  times  and  cities  across  California  are 
now  discussing  bankruptcy  as  a  possible  option,  San  Francisco  has  remained  solvent  through

WHEREAS,  Municipal  bankruptcies  are  devastating  to  entire  communities,  resulting  in 
declining  property  values,  a  depressed  business  climate,  and  threats  to  service  delivery  and 
job  security;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  unfair  to  the  citizens  and  businesses  of  any  community  to  allow  a 
municipal  bankruptcy  to  be  entered  into  when  it  is  not  necessary;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Federal  law  provides  that  each  state  may  determine  whether  cities  and 
counties  have  access  to  bankruptcy  protection;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California  is  one  of  just  eleven  states  that  provides  a  blanket  authorization

WHEREAS,  Clear  standards  will  protect  taxpayers  from  the  effects  of  an  ill-advised 
bankruptcy  and  will  help  city  and  county  elected  officials  make  the  most  responsible  decisions

WHEREAS,  City  public  health  agencies  receive  limited  federal  and  state  support

WHEREAS,  Nearly  46  million  Americans  lack  health  insurance  and  are  less  likely  than 
their  insured  counterparts  to  receive  recommended  preventive  and  screening  services,  or 
medicines  and  treatments  that  meet  the  professional  standard,  and  are  more  likely  to  die 
prematurely;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Nearly  9  million  children  lack  health  insurance  coverage  and  therefore 
have  fewer  well-child  visits,  worse  access  to  specialists,  fewer  immunizations  and  more  visits 
to  the  emergency  room  than  children  with  health  coverage;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  Millions  more  Americans  are  underinsured  and  at  risk  of  financial  ruin  if

Resolution  approving  an  emergency  public  work  contract  under  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  section  6.60,  to  repair  Fireboat  Pier  22  1/2. 

WHEREAS,  Tine  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  operates  two  fireboats  to  provide 
vital  firefighting  capabilities  during  waterfront  structure  fires,  watercraft  fires,  and  rescues.  In 
addition,  the  fireboats  are  in  integral  part  of  the  Auxiliary  Water  Supply  System.  The  fireboats 
augment  the  water  supply  system  by  drafting  seawater  from  the  bay  and  pumping  it  directly 
into  the  system  through  manifolds  along  the  waterfront.

[Resolution  to  establish  the  Greater  Union  Square  Business  Improvennent  District.] 

Resolution  establishing  a  property-based  business  improvement  district  to  be  known 
as  the  "Greater  Union  Square  Business  Improvement  District  (BID),"  by  renewing  and 
expanding  the  previously  established  Union  Square  BID;  approving  the  amended 
management  district  plan  and  engineer's  report  and  boundaries  map;  ordering  the  levy 
and  collection  of  assessments  against  property  located  in  the  Greater  Union  Square 
Business  Improvement  District  for  ten  years,  commencing  with  fiscal  year  2009-2010, 
subject  to  conditions  as  specified;  and  making  environmental  findings. 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Property  and  Business  Improvement  Law  of  1994, 
California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Sections  36600  etseq.  (the  "Act"),  as  augmented  by 
Article  15  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  ("Article  15"),  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No.  208-09  on  June  2,  2009,  entitled  "Resolution  of 
Intention  to  renew  the  Union  Square  Business  Improvement  District,  to  be  known  as  the 
Greater  Union  Square  Business  Improvement  District,  to  order  the  levy  and  collection  of  a 
multi-year  assessment,  and  setting  a  time  and  place  for  a  public  hearing  thereon"  (the 
"Resolution  of  Intention");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Resolution  of  Intention  for  the  Greater  Union  Square  Business 
Improvement  District  (the  "Union  Square  BID"  or  "District"),  among  other  things,  approved  the

Section  1.    FINDING  OF  NO  MAJORITY  PROTEST.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
hereby  finds  that  a  majority  protest  does  not  exist  as  defined  in  Section  4(e)  of  Article  XI II D  of 
the  California  Constitution  and  Section  53753  of  the  California  Government  Code  with  respect 
to  the  formation  of  the  Greater  Union  Square  Business  Improvement  District.

The  Board  hereby  approves  the  Management  District  Plan  and 
District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report  as  each  last  amended  July  28,  2009  including  the 
estimates  of  the  costs  of  the  property-related  services,  activities  and  improvements  set  forth  in 
the  plan,  and  the  assessment  of  said  costs  on  the  properties  that  will  specially  benefit  from 
such  services,  activities  and  improvements.  A  copy  of  the  Management  District  Plan  and  the 
District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report  as  last  amended  July  28,  2009  are  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  090935  ■ 

Section  4.     DESCRIPTION  OF  DISTRICT,  BOUNDARIES  MAP.  The  Greater  Union 
Square  Business  Improvement  District  shall  include  all  parcels  of  real  property  within  the 
district,  the  exterior  boundaries  of  which  are  as  follows,  including  all  parcels  on  both  sides  of 
the  street  unless  otherwise  noted.  The  Board  hereby  approves  the  boundaries  map  dated  as 
amended  July  28,  2009,  showing  the  exterior  boundaries  of  the  district,  which  is  on  file  with 

the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  090935  and  incorporated  herein  by 

reference. 

The  Greater  Union  Square  BID  area  consists  of  approximately  27  whole  or  partial 
blocks  surrounding  Union  Square  and  bounded  on  the  North  by  a  varying  boundary  including 
Bush,  Sutter,  Post  and  Geary  Streets,  on  the  East  by  Kearny  Street  and  Claude  Lane,  on  the 
South  by  Market  Street,  and  on  the  West  by  a  varying  boundary  including  Mason  Street, 
Shannon  Alley,  and  Taylor  Street.  There  are  approximately  2980  identified  parcels  within  the 
exterior  boundaries. 
Northern  Boundary: 

•  Geary  Street  from  Shannon  Alley  to  Taylor  Street  (South  side  only); 

•  South  side  of  Post  Street  from  Taylor  Street  to  Mason  Street; 
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•  North  side  of  Sutter  Street  from  Mason  Street  to  Powell  Street  and  including 
parcels  0284  002,  0284  003,  0284  026-064  and  0284  025,  and, 

•  South  side  of  Bush  Street  from  Powell  Street  to  Mark  Lane. 
Southern  Boundary: 

•  North  side  of  Market  Street  from  Kearny  Street  to  Cyril  Magnin  including  parcel 
0341  013  on  the  West  intersection  of  Cyril  Magnin  and  Market  Streets,  and 

•  South  side  of  Market  Street  from  4*^  Street  to  5*"  Street  including  parcel  3706 
047  on  the  East  corner  of  4*^  and  Market  Streets. 

Eastern  Boundary: 

•  West  side  of  Kearny  Street  from  Market  to  Sutter  Streets,  and 

•  The  intersection  of  the  West  side  of  Claude  Lane  and  North  side  of  Sutter,  and 
the  intersection  of  the  West  side  of  Mark  Lane  and  Bush  Street.  (Claude  Lane 
and  Mark  Lane  are  not  included  in  the  district.) 

Western  Boundary: 

•  East  side  of  Mason  Street  from  Eddy  Street  to  O'Farreli  Street; 

•  East  side  of  Mason  Street  from  Post  Street  to  Sutter  Street  including  parcels 
0284  012,  0284  026-064,  and  0284  025; 

•  Taylor  Street  from  O'Farreli  Street  to  Post  Street  on  the  East  side  and  two 
parcels  on  the  West  side  of  Taylor  Street  0317  001  and  0317  002,  and 

•  East  side  of  Shannon  Alley  (between  O'Farreli  &  Geary)  including  three  parcels 
0317  002,  0317  026  and  0317  027. 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  detailed  maps  and  the  lists  of  parcels  identified  by 
Assessor  Parcel  Number  that  are  contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan  as  amended  July 
28,  2009,  in  order  to  determine  which  specific  parcels  are  included  in  the  Greater  Union 
Square  Business  Improvement  District 
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Section  5.  FINDING  OF  BENEFIT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that  the 
property  within  the  District  will  be  benefited  by  the  improvements  and  activities  funded  by  the 
assessments  proposed  to  be  levied. 

Section  6.    SYSTEM  OF  ASSESSMENTS,  (a)  Annual  assessments  will  be  levied  to 
pay  for  the  activities  to  be  provided  within  the  District,  commencing  with  fiscal  year  2009- 
2010,  and  continuing  for  ten  years,  ending  with  fiscal  year  2018-2019.  For  purposes  of 
levying  and  collecting  assessments  within  the  District,  a  fiscal  year  shall  commence  on  each 
July  1st  and  end  on  the  following  June  30th. 

(b)  The  total  amount  of  the  proposed  assessments  to  be  levied  and  collected  for 
fiscal  year  2009-2010  is  estimated  to  be  $3,040,061 .  The  amount  of  assessments  to  be 
levied  and  collected  in  years  two  through  ten  (fiscal  years  2010-201 1  through  2018-2019)  may 
be  increased  annually  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  District  by  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the 
change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland- 
San  Jose  Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area,  or  three  percent  (3%),  whichever  is 
lower. 

(c)  The  method  and  basis  of  levying  and  collecting  the  assessment  shall  be  as  set 
forth  in  the  District  Management  Plan.  The  levy  of  the  assessments  shall  commence  with 
fiscal  year  2009-2010.  Each  year  the  assessment  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal 
installments.  The  first  installment  shall  be  due  on  November  1  of  each  fiscal  year  during  the 
life  of  the  District,  and  shall  become  delinquent  on  December  1 0  of  that  fiscal  year.  The 
second  installment  shall  be  due  on  February  1  of  each  fiscal  year  during  the  life  of  the  District, 
and  shall  become  delinquent  on  April  1 0  of  that  fiscal  year.  Nonpayment  of  the  assessment 
shall  have  the  same  lien  priority  and  delinquent  payment  penalties  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
enforcement  procedures  and  remedies  as  the  ad  valorem  property  tax. 

Section  7.    USE  OF  REVENUES.  The  proposed  property-related  services, 
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improvements  or  activities  for  the  District  include: 

•  Cleaning  and  Maintenance  which  includes  eight  maintenance  workers  providing 
daily  sidewalk  sweeping  and  graffiti  removal  between  6:00  a.m.  -  9:00  p.m.;  steam 
cleaning  every  two  weeks;  trash  receptacle  control  including  topping  off  and  wiping 
down  receptacles  and  removal  of  bulky  items  between  6:00  a.m.  -  9:00  p.m. 

•  Public  Safety  which  includes  a  daily  assignment  of  one  uniformed  10B  SFPD 
officer  per  shift  during  the  hours  of  1 1 :00  a.m.  -1 1 :00  p.m.  Thursday  -  Saturday  and 
1 1 :00  a.m.  -  7:00  pm  Sunday  -  Wednesday;  a  corps  of  eight  uniformed  Community 
Service  Ambassadors  who  support  police  and  property  owners  in  crime  prevention, 
assist  visitors  with  area  information  and  provide  street  population/homeless  with 
social  services  information.  All  public  safety  personnel  carry  two-way  radios  that 
are  connected  to  a  centralized  dispatch.  The  Ambassador  hours  are  9:00  a.m.- 
10:00  p.m.  Monday-Friday  and  10:00  a.m.-10:00  p.m.  Saturday  and  Sunday. 

•  Marketing  for  the  Union  Square  district  including  the  design  and  production  of  a 
district  map,  an  updated  website,  and  special  events  to  draw  visitors  to  the  area  and 
promotional  campaigns  to  encourage  visitors  and  create  reasons  for  them  to  come 
to  Union  Square. 

•  Advocacy  including  promoting  a  clean,  safe,  and  vibrant  district  to  assure  a 
positive  experience  for  all  visitors,  workers  and  residents. 

•  Beautification  Programs  including  hanging  additional  flower  baskets  at  certain 
intersections  and  entry  points  to  the  district,  plaques  on  city  receptacles  and 
maintenance  carts  to  brand  the  district  and  seasonal  decor  and  holiday  lighting 
throughout  the  district. 

•  Capital  improvements  to  provide  for  way  finding  signage  and  other  public  right  of 
way  enhancements  to  the  district. 
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•  Management  and  Operations  administrative  support  budget  for  personnel,  rent, 
office  supplies,  utilities,  office  insurance  and  legal  fees. 

•  Contingency  and  Reserves  for  long  term  capital  improvements,  replacement  of 
maintenance  equipment  for  steam  cleaning,  first  year  repayment  of  District 
formation  costs,  and  late  or  non-payment  of  assessments. 

The  above  improvements,  services  and  activities  v^ill  be  funded  by  the  levy  of  the 
assessments.  The  revenue  from  the  levy  of  the  assessments  within  the  District  shall  not  be 
used  to  provide  improvements,  services  or  activities  outside  the  District  or  for  any  purpose 
other  than  the  purposes  specified  in  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No.   . 

Section  8.    AUTHORITY  TO  CONTRACT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  contract 
with  a  separate  private  entity  to  administer  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth 
in  Section  7.  Any  such  entity  shall  hold  the  funds  it  receives  from  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  ("City")  in  trust  for  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth  in  Section  7. 
Any  such  entity  that  holds  funds  in  trust  for  purposes  related  to  the  contract  shall  deliver,  at  no 
expense  to  the  City,  a  balance  sheet  and  the  related  statement  of  income  and  cash  flows  for 
each  fiscal  year,  all  in  reasonable  detail  acceptable  to  City,  reviewed  by  a  Certified  Public 
Accountant  (CPA);  this  review  shall  include  a  statement  of  negative  assurance  from  the  CPA. 
In  addition,  or  alternatively,  the  Controller  or  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  may  in  their  discretion  require  the  private  entity  to  deliver,  at  no  expense  to  the 
City,  an  annual  independent  audit  report  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  of  all  such  funds. 
The  CPA  review  and/or  audit  may  be  funded  from  assessment  proceeds  as  part  of  the 
general  administration  of  the  District.  At  all  times  the  Board  of  Supenyisors  shall  reserve  full 
rights  of  accounting  of  these  funds.  The  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development 
shall  be  the  City  agency  responsible  for  coordination  between  the  City  and  the  District. 

Section  9.    AMENDMENTS.  The  properties  in  the  District  established  by  this 
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Resolution  shall  be  subject  to  any  amendments  to  the  Act  and  Article  15. 

Section  10.  RECORDATION  OF  NOTICE  AND  DIAGRAM.  The  County  Clerk  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  record  a  notice  and  an  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to 
Section  36627  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  following  adoption  of  this 
Resolution. 

Section  1 1 .  LEVY  OF  ASSESSMENT.  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  and 
recordation  of  the  notice  and  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to  Section  36627  of  the  California 
Streets  and  Highways  Code  constitutes  the  levy  of  an  assessment  in  each  of  the  fiscal  years 
referred  to  in  the  District  Management  Plan.  Each  year,  the  Assessor  shall  enter  on  the 
County  Assessment  Roll  opposite  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land  the  amount  of  the  assessment 
and  such  assessment  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  County  property  taxes  are 
collected. 

Section  12.  BASELINE  SERVICES.  To  ensure  that  assessment  revenues  from  the 
District  are  used  to  enhance  the  current  level  of  services  provided  by  the  City  within  the 
District,  the  establishment  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City's  policy  to  continue  to  provide 
the  same  level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other 
similar  areas  of  the  City  for  the  duration  of  the  District,  provided,  however,  that  in  the  event  of 
a  significant  downturn  in  citywide  revenues,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  reduce  the  level  of 
municipal  services  citywide,  including  within  the  District.

WHEREAS,  The  projects  will  comply  with  all  the  project-specific  requirements  as  set 
forth  in  the  federal  ARRA  and  appropriate  applicable  regulations  or  guidance;  now,  therefore 
be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  DPW  is  authorized  to  execute  and  file  an  application  for  funding 
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under  the  American  Recovery  and  Reinvestment  Act  of  2009  for  state  element  LS&R 
rehabilitation  projects  that  shall  include  Bush  Street  Pavement  Renovation  and  Various 
Locations  Curb  Ramps;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  DPW  understands  that  the  ARRA  funding  for  the  project 
is  fixed  at  the  MTC  approved  programmed  amount,  and  that  any  cost  increases  must  be

WHEREAS,  on  October  28,  2008,  acting  pursuant  to  Article  XIIID  of  the  California 
Constitution,  Section  53753  of  the  California  Government  Code,  and  the  California  Property 
and  Business  Improvement  District  Law  of  1994  (Part  7  of  Division  18  of  the  California  Streets 
and  Highways  Code,  commencing  with  Section  36600),  as  augmented  by  Article  15  of  the 
San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted 
Resolution  No.  430-08  ("Resolution  of  Intention")  declaring  the  Board's  intention  to  form  a 
business-based  business  improvement  district  and  to  levy  assessments  on  businesses  to  be 
included  within  the  district,  setting  the  public  hearing,  initiating  mail  ballot  majority  protest 
proceedings,  approving  the  Tourism  Improvement  District  Management  District  Plan  (the 
"Management  District  Plan"  or  "Plan"),  making  various  findings  and  taking  other  legislative 
actions  required  to  form  the  proposed  district  and  levy  the  proposed  assessments  (Board  File 
No.  081338);  and, 

WHEREAS,  on  December  16,  2008,  acting  pursuant  to  the  aforementioned  legal 
authorities,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No.  504-08  ("Resolution  of 
Formation"),  establishing  the  business-based  business  improvement  district  designated  as  the 
"  San  Francisco  Tourism  Improvement  District"  and  levying  multi-year  special  assessments  on 
Identified  businesses  included  within  the  District  (the  "Assessments")  (Board  File  No. 
081517);  and, 
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WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  the  aforementioned  legal  authorities  and  the  Resolution 
of  Formation,  the  Assessments  may  only  be  used  to  fund  business-related  services, 
"Improvements"  (as  defined  in  Section  36610  of  the  Streets  and  Highways  Code)  and 
"Activities"  (as  defined  in  Section  36613  of  the  Streets  and  Highways  Code)  within  the 
District  in  accordance  with  the  Management  District  Plan  (collectively,  such  authorized 
services,  improvements  and  activities  are  referred  to  as  "District  Programs");  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  District  is  not  a  governmental,  corporate  or  separate  legal  entity, 
but  is  a  geographic  area  containing  all  of  the  Identified  businesses  subject  to  the 
Assessments  for  District  Programs  described  in  the  Plan  and  included  in  the  annual 
budgets  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  the  annual  budget  for 
District  Programs  for  the  first  year  of  operations  is  set  forth  in  the  Plan,  and  for 
subsequent  years,  shall  be  set  forth  in  the  Annual  Reports  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  as  required  by  Section  36650  of  the  Streets  and  Highways  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  the  Resolution  of  Formation  and  Sections  36614.5  and 
36650  of  the  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  contract  with  a 
private  nonprofit  entity  referred  to  as  an  "Owners'  Association"  to  administer  the  District 
Programs.  An  Owners'  Association  may  be  an  existing  nonprofit  entity  or  a  newly 
formed  nonprofit  entity.  An  Owners'  Association  is  a  private  entity  and  may  not  be 
considered  a  public  entity  for  any  purpose,  nor  may  its  board  members  or  staff  be 
considered  to  be  public  officials  for  any  purpose;  provided,  however,  that  an  Owner's 
Association  must  comply  with  the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  (Chapter  9  (commencing  with 
Section  54950)  of  Part  1  of  Division  2  of  Title  5  of  the  Government  Code),  at  all  times 
when  its  board  of  directors  or  any  committee  thereof  hears,  considers  or  deliberates  on 
matters  concerning  the  District,  and  must  comply  with  the  California  Public  Records  Act 
(Chapter  3.5  (commencing  with  Section  6250)  of  Division  7  of  Title  1  of  the  Government 
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Code),  for  purposes  of  providing  public  access  to  records  relating  to  the  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  an  Owners'  Association  is  obligated  to  hold  in  trust  all  funds  it 
receives  from  the  City  that  are  derived  from  the  City's  levy  and  collection  of  the 
Assessments,  and  to  use  such  funds  exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  implementing  the 
Management  District  Plan  and  administering,  managing  and  providing  District  Programs 
set  forth  in  the  Plan,  Resolution  of  Formation,  and  annual  budgets  submitted  by  the 
Owners'  Association  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  the  Resolution  of  Formation,  the  Office  of  Economic  and 
Workforce  Development  is  the  City  agency  responsible  for  coordination  between  the 
City  and  the  Owners'  Association  for  the  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  has  negotiated 
an  agreement  with  the  owners'  California  nonprofit  corporation  that  also  uses  the  name 
San  Francisco  Tourism  Improvement  District  Management  Corporation,  to,  in  good  faith 
and  with  diligence  as  the  Owners'  Association  for  the  District,  develop,  implement, 
direct,  manage,  administer,  operate  and  ensure  the  timely  provision  of  the  District 
Programs  ("Management  Agreement"  or  "Agreement").  The  Management  Agreement^ 
as  amended  at  Government  Audit  and  Oversight  Committee  July  23.  2009.  is  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  090819  and  is  incorporated  herein 
by  reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  the  Property  and  Business  Improvement  District  Law  of 
1994,  the  Resolution  of  Formation  and  the  express  terms  of  the  Management 
Agreement,  the  Agreement  shall  not  be  binding  unless  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
approves  the  Agreement  by  resolution;  and, 

WHEREAS,  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City  and  the  property  owners  within  the 
District  for  the  City  to  enter  into  the  Management  Agreement  with  the  owners'  nonprofit 
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corporation  San  Francisco  Tourism  Improvement  District  Management  Corporation 
according  to  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  therein;  now,  therefore,  be  it

Resolution  asking  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Corporation  to  end  partnership  in  the  "Pacific 
Connector"  pipeline. 

WHEREAS,  The  city  of  San  Francisco  is  committed  to  reducing  greenhouse  gas 
emissions  20  percent  below  1990  levels  by  2012,  and; 

WHEREAS,  The  city  of  San  Francisco  has  prioritized  developing  local  renewable 
energy,  implementing  energy  efficiency  programs,  and  other  environmental  programs,  and; 

WHEREAS,  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  (PG&E)  is  the  primary  provider  of  electricity  to 
San  Francisco,  and; 

WHEREAS,  PG&E's  corporate  headquarters  are  located  in  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  PG&E  is  a  partner  in  the  "Pacific  Connector,"  a  natural  gas  pipeline 
proposed  in  Oregon  that  will  bring  natural  gas  derived  from  imported  Liquefied  Natural  Gas 
(LNG)  into  California,  and; 

WHEREAS,  Natural  gas  derived  from  LNG  and  imported  into  Northern  California  will 
result  in  a  significant  net  increase  of  greenhouse  gas  emissions  in  PG&E's  natural  gas 
portfolio,  and; 

WHEREAS,  There  is  no  proven  need  for  the  Pacific  Connector,  given  abundant  natural 
gas  supplies  in  North  America,  and  declining  natural  gas  usage  in  California,  and; 

WHEREAS,  Potential  supplies  to  the  Pacific  Connector  are  associated  with  human 
rights  abuses,  environmental  degradation  and  political  instability  in  Peru,  the  Russian  Far 
East,  Indonesia,  the  Middle  East,  and  Australia,  and;

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  accepted  the  stock  of  SFAIC  as  a  gift  to  the  City 
by  a  resolution  adopted  on  July  30,  1962  (on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
File  No.  226-62),  which  stock  has  been  held  in  trust  by  U.S.  Bank,  National  Association,  as 
bond  trustee,  for  the  benefit  of  SFAIC's  bondholders;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  last  remaining  series  of  bonds  issued  by  SFAIC  was  discharged  in 
2008  when  the  bond  trustee  received  a  settlement  amount  resulting  from  Delta  Air  Lines' 
Dankruptcy;  and, 

WHEREAS,  SFAIC  is  no  longer  needed  as  an  issuer  of  bonds  because  certain  City 
Charter  amendments  established  the  Airport  Commission  and  empowered  it  to  issue  revenue

WHEREAS,  Based  on  evaluation  of  responses  to  an  Altamont  Education  Advisory 
Board  request  for  proposals  in  the  area  of  Waste  Reduction  and  Environmental  Education,  the 
Department  of  the  Environment's  School  Education  Program  was  selected  to  be  the  recipient 
of  $10,000.00  in  funding  to  support  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  San 
Francisco  private  schools  in  diverting  50%  of  its  waste  by  the  end  of  2010  by  providing 
compostable  bags  to  schools  and  stipends  to  custodians;  and, 

WHEREAS,  While  the  City  achieved  63%  city-wide  waste  diversion  in  2002,  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  only  diverted  approximately  30%  of  its  waste;  and,

landfill  diversion  goals  of  50%  by  2006,  75%  by  2015  and  85%  by  2025;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  school's  waste  stream  is  generally  comprised  of  41%o  paper, 
2%  glass,  4%  metal,  12%  plastic,  and  32%  organic  matter  such  as  food  scraps,  yard 
trimmings,  and  soiled  paper,  which  means  schools  with  comprehensive  recycling  and 
composting  programs  could  potentially  divert  up  to  97%)  of  their  waste;  and,

WHEREAS,  Hate  speech  has  been  defined  as  bigoted  speech  attacking  or 
disparaging  a  social  or  ethnic  group  or  a  member  of  such  a  group  (American  Heritage 
Dictionary),  and  hate  speech  is  intended  to  offend  a  person  of  a  particular  group  or  group  of 
people  based  on  a  group  identity;  and 

WHEREAS,  Hate  speech  takes  various  forms,  from  words  advocating  violence  to 
those  creating  a  climate  of  hate  towards  vulnerable  groups;  and 

WHEREAS,  Hate  speech  creates  an  environment  of  hate  and  prejudice  that 
legitimizes  violence  against  those  individuals  and  groups  targeted  by  hate  speech;  and 

WHEREAS,  Hate  speech  contributes  to  and  may  result  in  physical  violence,  and 
emotional  and  psychological  distress  to  those  targeted  by  hate  speech;  and 

WHEREAS,  Many  groups  have  suffered  harm  at  the  hands  of  hate  speech,  including 
without  limitation:  African  Americans,  Asian-Pacific  Americans,  Latinos,  Muslims,  Jews, 
Catholics,  women,  Lesbians,  Gays,  Transgendered  people,  and  people  with  disabilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Hate  speech  against  vulnerable  groups  exists  in  our  media-and  is  not 
limited  to  a  few  isolated  instances  or  any  one  media  platform;  and  QOVERNMENT 
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WHEREAS,  Hate  speech  is  often  aired  on  large  mainstream  media  corporations 
including  national  cable  news  networks,  television  broadcasts,  radio  broadcasts,  and  on  the 
Internet;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  media  has  the  power  to  influence  people's  behavior  and  perceptions 
and  according  to  the  National  Hispanic  Media  Coalition  (NHMC),  a  correlation  exists  between 
an  increase  in  hate  speech  in  the  media  and  an  increase  of  hate  crimes  committed  against 
vulnerable  groups;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  National  Latino  Policy  &  Issues  Brief  (by  the  UCLA 
Chicano  Studies  Research  Center),  the  October  2008  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation's 
annual  hate  crime  statistics  reported  that  of  the  8,999  single-bias  hate  crime  offenses  in 
2007,  two-thirds  (66.5  percent)  were  motivated  by  race  and  ethnicity/national-origin  biases,  a 
number  that  has  remained  constant  since  2003,  with  anti-African-American  bias  accounting 
for  more  than  half  of  offenses  motivated  by  race  and  ethnicity/national-origin,  the  largest 
share  of  total  offenses  (36.4  percent);  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  several  reports  (the  National  Latino  Policy  &  Issues  Brief  by 
the  UCLA  Chicano  Studies  Research  Center  and  the  National  Hispanic  Media  Coalition),  a 
change  in  offenses  motivated  by  ethnicity/national-origin  bias  on  anti-Hispanic  bias  has  risen 
steadily,  from  42.8  percent  in  2003  to  61.7  percent  in  2007  (FBI  2008),  largely  linked  to  the 
media's  negative  coverage  of  Latinos  and  the  immigration  debate;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  National  Hispanic  Media  Coalition  (NHMC),  an  increase 
of  hate  speech  in  the  media  targeting  Latinos  has  led  to  an  increase  of  hate  crimes  against 
Latinos;  and 

WHEREAS,  An  investigation  on  hate  speech  in  the  media  has  the  potential  of  serving 
the  highest  interests  of  free  speech  and  the  First  Amendment;  and

examining  how  licensees  use  their  public  trust  to  serve  the  most  vulnerable  segments  of

Resolution  approving  the  form  of  and  authorizing  the  distribution  of  a  preliminary  official 
statement  relating  to  the  issuance  of  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  certificates  of 
participation  and  authorizing  the  preparation,  execution  and  delivery  of  a  final  official 
statement;  delegating  to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  the  authority  to  sell  the 
certificates  by  either  a  competitive  or  negotiated  sale;  authorizing  the  reimbursement  of 
prior  expenditures;  ratifying  the  approvals  and  terms  and  conditions  of  a  previous 
resolution;  and  related  matters. 


WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  terms  of  Resolution  No.  87-08,  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  (the  "Board")  on  February  26,  2008,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  on 
February  29,  2008  (the  "2008  Resolution"),  the  Board  authorized  the  issuance  of  not  to 
exceed  $167,670,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  its  Certificates  of  Participation  (the 
"Certificates")  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  acquisition,  demolition,  improvement, 
installation,  equipping,  rehabilitation,  construction  and/or  reconstruction  of  a  new  San 
Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  office  building  at  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue  (the 
"Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  2008  Resolution  the  Board  approved  the  forms  and  execution  and 
delivery  of  documents  related  to  the  Certificates  and  authorized  and  directed  the  Director  of 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Public  Finance,  now  known  as  the  Office  of  Public  Finance  (the 
"Director"),  to  provide  for  the  competitive  sale  of  the  Certificates  using  the  approved  forms  of 
such  documents  and  subject  to  certain  terms  and  conditions;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Among  other  matters,  the  2008  Resolution  included  a  provision  approving 
the  form  of  a  preliminary  official  statement  relating  to  the  Certificates  (the  "2008  Preliminary 
Official  Statement");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  2008  Resolution  also  included  provisions  approving  the  forms  of 
Official  Notice  of  Sale  and  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  relating  to  the  Certificates;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Director  has  determined  to  undertake  the  issuance  of  the  Certificates, 
under  the  authority  granted  by  and  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  the  2008 
Resolution;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  time  since  the  Board  approved  the  form  and  authorized  the 
distribution  of  the  2008  Preliminary  Official  Statement,  the  City's  budget  and  finances  have 
changed  significantly;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  connection  v^ith  these  changes,  the  Director  and  the  City  Attorney  now 
seek  approval  of  the  form  of  revised  preliminary  official  statement  relating  to  the  Certificates 
(the  "2009  Preliminary  Official  Statement");  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  time  since  the  Board  approved  the  2008  Resolution,  the  capital 
markets  have  continued  to  experience  severe  turmoil,  including  the  market  for  municipal 
securities;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  connection  with  this  turmoil,  the  Director  seeks  the  authority  to  choose 
with  respect  to  the  Certificates  either  a  negotiated  sale  or  a  competitive  sale  on  terms  that  are 
advantageous  financially  to  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Director  now  seeks  approval  of  the  form  of  a  purchase  agreement 
relating  to  a  negotiated  sale  (the  "Purchase  Agreement");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  paid  and  expects  to  pay  certain  expenditures  in  connection 
with  the  Project  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Certificates,  and  the  City  intends  to 
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reimburse  itself  and  to  pay  third  parties  for  such  prior  expenditures  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
Certificates;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  promulgated  under  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Treasury  Regulations")  requires  the  City  to  declare  its 
reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  a  subsequent 
borrowing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Treasury  Regulations  require  that  any  reimbursement  allocation  of 
proceeds  of  the  Certificates  to  be  made  with  respect  to  expenditures  incurred  prior  to  the

WHEREAS,  The  Director  has  submitted  the  form  of  the  2009  Preliminary  Official 
Statement  and  the  form  of  the  Purchase  Agreement  to  the  Board;  such  documents  are  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  090965    ,  which  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 
Section  2.  Official  Statement.  The  Controller  of  the  City  (the  "Controller")  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to  prepare  a  preliminary  official 
statement  relating  to  the  Certificates.  The  form  of  2009  Preliminary  Official  Statement  is 
hereby  approved  with  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  made  in 
accordance  with  Section  3  hereof.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  the 
distribution  of  the  2009  Preliminary  Official  Statement  in  connection  with  the  Certificates, 
deemed  final  for  purposes  of  Rule  15c2-12  of  the  Securities  and  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as 
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amended,  and  to  sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  The  Controller  is  hereby  further  authorized 
and  directed  to  prepare  and  sign  a  final  Official  Statement  for  the  Certificates.  The  Co- 
Financial  Advisors  to  the  City  (the  "Co-Financial  Advisors"),  under  the  direction  of  the  Director, 
are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed,  or  distributed 
electronically,  to  prospective  bidders  or  purchasers,  as  appropriate,  for  the  Certificates,  copies 
of  the  2009  Preliminary  Official  Statement  and  the  final  Official  Statement  relating  to  such 
Certificates. 

Section  3.  Modifications  to  Preliminary  Official  Statement.  The  Controller  is  further 
authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to  approve  and  make  such  changes, 
additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  2009  Preliminary  Official  Statement  or  the  final 
Official  Statement  described  in  Section  2  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable,  including  to  the 
extent  necessary  to  provide  for  the  issuance  of  BABs  (as  defined  in  Section  5  hereof).  The 
approval  of  any  change,  addition,  amendment  or  modification  to  the  2009  Preliminary  Official 
Statement  or  the  final  Official  Statement  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the  delivery  of  the 
2009  Preliminary  Official  Statement  and  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  final  Official 
Statement. 

Section  4.  Authonzation  for  Negotiated  Sale;  Authorization  to  Select  Underwriters; 
Approval  of  the  Form  of  Purchase  Contract.  The  Director  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  the 
Certificates  by  negotiated  sale  pursuant  to  a  purchase  contract,  if  the  Director  determines  that 
such  manner  of  sale  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City,  such  determination  to  be  conclusively 
evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  a  purchase  contract  for  the  Certificates.  The 
Director  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  investment  banking  firms  to 
act  as  underwriters  of  the  Certificates  in  accordance  v\/ith  City  policies  and  procedures  as  such 
are  revised  from  time  to  time,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  City's  policy  to  provide  locally 
disadvantaged  minority  business  enterprises  and  women  enterprises  an  equal  opportunity  to 
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participate  in  the  performance  of  all  City  contracts.  The  form  of  the  Purchase  Contract 
between  the  City  and  one  or  more  underwriters  selected  by  the  Director,  as  presented  to  this 
Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The 
underwriters'  discount  under  the  Purchase  Agreement  shall  not  exceed  2.00%  of  the  principal 
amount  of  the  Certificates.  If  the  Director  determines  to  sell  the  Certificates  by  negotiated 
sale,  the  Director  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Purchase  Contract,  with  such  changes, 
additions,  modifications  or  deletions  as  the  Director  may  approve  upon  consultation  with  the 
City  Attorney,  such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the 
Purchase  Contract. 

Section  5.  Authorization  for  Build  America  Bonds.  The  Director  is  hereby  authorized  to 
cause  all  or  a  portion  of  the  Certificates  to  be  designated  and  issued  as  federally  taxable 
"Build  America  Bonds"  {the  "BABs")  under  the  American  Recovery  and  Reinvestment  Act,  if 
the  Director  determines  that  the  issuance  of  BABs,  after  taking  into  account  the  Federal  cash 
subsidy  payment  to  the  City,  will  result  in  lower  true  interest  costs  on  the  Certificates,  or  the 
portion  so  designated  and  issued  as  BABs,  such  determination  to  be  conclusively  evidenced 
by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Purchase  Contract. 

Section  6.  Reimbursement.  The  City  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  to  reimburse 
prior  expenditures  of  the  City  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Certificates  in 
connection  with  the  Project  or  portions  thereof  to  be  financed  by  the  Certificates.  The  Board 
hereby  declares  the  City's  intent  to  reimburse  the  City  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Certificates  for 
the  expenditures  with  respect  to  the  Project  (the  "Expenditures"  and  each,  an  "Expenditure") 
made  on  and  after  that  date  that  is  no  more  than  60  days  prior  to  adoption  of  this  Resolution. 
The  City  reasonably  expects  on  the  date  hereof  that  it  will  reimburse  the  Expenditures  with  the 
proceeds  of  the  Certificates. 
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Each  Expenditure  was  and  will  be  either  (a)  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a 


capital  account  under  general  federal  income  tax  principles  (determined  in  each  case  as  of 
the  date  of  the  Expenditure),  (b)  a  cost  of  issuance  with  respect  to  the  Certificates,  (c)  a 
nonrecurring  item  that  is  not  customarily  payable  from  current  revenues,  or  (d)  a  grant  to  a 
party  that  is  not  related  to  or  an  agent  of  the  City  so  long  as  such  grant  does  not  impose  any 
obligation  or  condition  (directly  or  indirectly)  to  repay  any  amount  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  the 
City.  The  City  shall  make  a  reimbursement  allocation,  which  is  a  written  allocation  by  the  City 
that  evidences  the  City's  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Certificates  to  reimburse  an  Expenditure,  no 
later  than  1 8  months  after  the  later  of  the  date  on  which  the  Expenditure  is  paid  or  the  Project 
is  placed  in  service  or  abandoned,  but  in  no  event  more  than  three  years  after  the  date  on 
which  the  Expenditure  is  paid.  The  City  recognizes  that  exceptions  are  available  for  certain 
"preliminary  expenditures,"  costs  of  issuance,  certain  de  minimis  amounts,  expenditures  by 
"small  issuers"  (based  on  the  year  of  issuance  and  not  the  year  of  expenditure)  and 
expenditures  for  construction  projects  of  at  least  5  years. 

Section  7.  Ratification.  The  terms  and  conditions  and  approvals  of  the  2008 
Resolution,  except  as  such  terms  and  conditions  and  approvals  are  superseded  by  this 
resolution,  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and  ratified.

Resolution  supporting  the  Children's  Defense  Fund's  Health  Coverage  for  All  Children 
Campaign. 

WHEREAS,  Health  care  reform  for  everyone  in  America  is  a  priority  for  the  Obama 
Administration  and  leaders  in  the  1 1 1th  Congress  as  well  as  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Nine  million  children  in  America  -  about  1  in  9  -  are  uninsured;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Currently,  approximately  tv/o-thirds  of  uninsured  children  are  eligible  for 
health  coverage  under  Medicaid  or  the  Children's  Health  Insurance  Program  (CHIP)  but  are 
not  enrolled,  often  because  of  excessive  enrollment  barriers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Children  are  subjected  to  the  "lottery  of  geography" — whether  they  get

WHEREAS,  The  existing  steam  turbine-driven  emergency  generators,  along  with  the 
steam  generating  equipment  (collectively,  the  "Current  Equipment"),  are  non-conforming  to 
current  regulations  and  are  many  years  beyond  their  service  lives;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Current  Equipment  is  unreliable  and  needs  to  be  replaced  with 
emergency  generation  equipment  that  conforms  to  current  safety  standards  and  regulations; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  equipment  that  supplies  the  emergency  electrical  power  for  the 
hospital  has  had  a  number  of  technical  issues  and  it  is  necessary  and  desirable  that  the 
SFGHl  secure  new  back  up  emergency  power  generation  units  ("New  Equipment");  and. 
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WHEREAS,  The  Executive  Administrator  of  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  desires  to 
acquire  the  New  Equipment  through  a  lease-purchase  financing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  connection  with  the  lease  purchase  financing,  the  City,  through  the 
San  Francisco  General  Hospital,  shall  enter  into  a  lease  purchase  financing  agreement  and 
certain  other  related  documents;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  BY  THIS  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS  OF  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF

Section  1 .  Recitals.  This  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  and  declares  the  above 
recitals  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.     Approval  of  a  Lease  Purchase  Financing.  The  Board  hereby  approves 
the  acquisition  of  New  Equipment  through  a  lease  purchase  financing  in  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  $25,000,000  in  principal  amount.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  (or  her  designee)  is 
hereby  authorized  to  select,  or  cause  to  be  selected,  a  lender  to  serve  as  a  lender  under  a 
lease  purchase  financing  agreement  (the  "Lender").  The  interest  rate  for  the  lease  purchase 
financing  shall  not  exceed  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum 

Section  3.  Approval  of  the  Lease  Purchase  Financing  Agreement.  The  form  of  the 
lease  purchase  financing  agreement  (the  "Agreement")  between  the  City,  though  the 
San  Francisco  General  Hospital,  and  the  lender  to  be  named  therein,  providing  for  the 
financing  of  the  New  Equipment,  as  presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the 

Clerk  of  the  Board,  in  File  No.    090969  is  hereby  approved.  The  Executive 

Administrator  of  the  General  Hospital  (or  his  designee)  is  hereby  authonzed  to  execute  the 
Agreement,  with  such  changes,  additions,  and  modifications,  as  the  Executive  Administrator 
of  the  General  Hospital,  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance,  deems  necessary  or  desirable  in  the  interest  of  the  City,  and  which  changes  do  not 
materially  increase  the  obligations  of  the  City  under  the  Agreement  The  approval  of  the 
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Executive  Administrator  of  the  General  Hospital  of  such  modifications,  changes  or  additions 
shall  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  by  the  Executive  Administrator 
of  the  San  Francisco  General  Hospital. 

Section  4.  General  Authority.  The  Executive  Administrator  of  the  San  Francisco 
General  Hospital,  the  Controller,  the  City  Attorney,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the 
Purchaser  and  other  officers  of  the  City  and  their  duly  authorized  deputies  and  agents  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  take  such  actions  and  to  execute  and 
deliver  such  certificates,  agreements,  escrov^  agreements,  requests  or  other  documents  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable,  to  facilitate  the  purchase  of  the  New  Equipment,  to 
enter  into  the  Agreement  and  otherwise  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Resolution. 

Section  5.  Ratification  of  Prior  Actions.  All  actions  authorized  and  directed  by  this 
Resolution  and  heretofore  taken  are  hereby  ratified,  approved  and  confirmed  by  this  Board  of

appropriations  limit  is  to  be  determined,  the  product  multiplied  by  the  change  in

[Chinese  Exclusion  Resolution.] 

Resolution  acknowledging  the  regrettable  role  that  San  Francisco  has  played  in 
advancing  the  policies  of  the  Chinese  Exclusion  Act  of  1 882,  the  first  federal  law  to 
discriminate  against  a  specific  group  solely  on  the  basis  of  race  or  nationality,  and 
celebrating  the  significant  contributions  of  the  Chinese  American  community. 

WHEREAS,  The  Chinese  Exclusion  Act  of  1882  passed  by  Congress  and  signed  by 
President  Chester  A.  Arthur  severely  curtailed  immigration  from  China  and  denied 
naturalization  and  citizenship  to  Chinese  immigrants;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  exclusion  act  caused  untold  suffering  and  hardship,  separating 
families,  creating  a  society  of  single  men,  and  institutionalizing  hostility,  prejudice  against  and 
isolation  of  Chinese  immigrants  and  Chinese  Americans;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  was  the  site  of  virulent  anti-Chinese 
agitation  and  was  a  major  force  in  organizing  anti-Chinese  elements  by  hosting  meetings, 
demonstrations,  and  state-wide  conventions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City's  public  officials  not  only  encouraged  and  sanctioned  anti- 
Chinese  violence,  legislation,  and  other  racially  discriminatory  activities,  but  they  initiated  a 
concerted,  national  movement  that  led  to  the  Chinese  Exclusion  Act;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1876  San  Francisco  Mayor  Andrew  Jackson  Bryant  called  upon  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  appoint  a  commission  on  the  "Chinese  Problem,"  which  produced  an 
official  appeal  to  Congress  and  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  restrict  Chinese 
immigration;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  federal  government  responded  by  appointing  an  investigative 
Committee  of  the  Joint  House  of  Congress  which  convened  at  the  Palace  Hotel  in  October  19, 
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1876,  and  heard  testimony  from  Californians  supporting  and  opposing  Chinese  immigration; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1877,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  a  series  of  anti-Chinese 
ordinances;  among  them  were  the  Lodging  house  law,  the  Queue  ordinance,  and  the  Laundry 
ordinance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  July  23,  1877,  several  thousand  persons  assembled  in  the  sand  lots 
south  of  City  Hall  to  demonstrate  against  unfair  labor  practices  and  the  Chinese  of 
San  Francisco,  many  of  whom  blamed  Chinese  Americans  and  Chinese  immigrants  for  all  of 
California's  economic  troubles,  and  which  led  to  several  days  of  anti-Chinese  rioting  and 
attacks  on  Chinese-owned  businesses;  and, 

WHEREAS.  The  Exclusion  Act  became  the  law  of  the  United  States  on  May  6,  1882; 

and, 

WHEREAS,  Through  the  legislative  efforts  of  San  Francisco  Congressman  Thomas  J. 
Geary,  the  Congress  in  1892  passed  the  Geary  Act  which  extended  the  exclusion  of  the 
Chinese  from  the  United  States  for  another  ten-year  period  and  required  all  Chinese 
immigrants  to  register  and  to  carry  photo-identification  to  prove  their  right  to  be  in  the  United 
States;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  30,  1900,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  an  ordinance  enabling 
the  Department  of  Public  Health  to  close  all  businesses  in  San  Francisco  owned  by  Chinese 
Americans  and  Chinese  immigrants,  and  Chinatown  v^as  quarantined  and  barricaded, 
trapping  the  residents  inside;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Chinese  Exclusion  Convention  of  1901  was  hosted  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  it  led  to  the  indefinite  extension  of  the  Exclusion  Law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Exclusion  Act  remained  in  effect  until  1943,  when  the  law  was 
repealed  because  the  U.S.  and  China  became  allies  during  World  War  II;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Chinese  Americans  and  Chinese  immigrants  resisted  illegal  and  violent 
acts  with  acts  of  self-defense  and  fought  for  equal  rights  through  civil  disobedience  and  legal 
action  in  state  and  federal  trial  and  appellate  courts,  including  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chinese  Americans  struggled  for  basic  civil  rights  and  set  numerous  legal 
precedents  that  upheld  the  constitutional  rights  of  all  Americans,  such  as  the  Equal  Protection 
Clause  of  the  U.S.  Constitution  in  the  case  of  Yick  Wo  v.  Hopkins  and  the  right  of  citizenship 
by  birth  in  the  case  of  United  States  v.  Wong  Kim  Ark;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Chinese  Americans  and  Chinese  immigrants  defended  their  civil  and 
human  rights  with  tenacity,  sacrifice,  courage,  and  the  help  of  courageous  fellow  Americans, 
legal  counsel,  and  supporters  of  this  noble  cause;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Americans  are  at  their  best  when  they  learn  from  past  wrongs,  find 
inspiration  and  pride  in  the  historic  struggles  to  perfect  the  promise  of  America,  and 
understand  that  the  lessons  to  be  learned  from  the  Chinese  American  experience  are  part  of 
the  necessary  healing  process  from  the  wounds  to  our  society  inflicted  by  the  unjust  legacy  of 
the  Chinese  Exclusion  Act;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Federal  immigration  policies  at  the  center  of  the  present  national  debate 
trace  their  historic  roots  to  the  19th  century  movement  in  San  Francisco  to  exclude  Chinese 
immigrants;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  role  that  San  Francisco  played  in  the  persecution  and  exclusion  of 
Chinese  Americans,  a  community  that  today  comprises  nearly  20  percent  of  our  City's 
population,  has  been  long  ignored  and  its  significance  neglected  in  American  history;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  must  take  action  to  educate  all  of 
its  residents  and  the  entire  Bay  Area  community  that  the  lessons  of  the  past  should  be  applied 
to  the  national  debate  regarding  current  immigration  law  and  policies;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  recognizes  the  historic  role 
that  this  City's  government  played  in  the  anti-Chinese  movement  in  California  and  throughout 
the  United  States,  the  federal  Chinese  Exclusion  Acts,  and  related  discriminatory  legislation; 
and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  expresses  the 
profound  regret  of  its  government  for  the  role  that  certain  of  its  public  officials  and  institutions 
played  in  the  terrible  and  often  horrific  acts  perpetrated  against  the  City's  Chinese  residents 
before,  during,  and  after  the  passage  of  the  Chinese  Exclusion  Acts;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  encourage 
opportunities  to  celebrate  the  historic  contributions  of  Chinese  Americans  in  the  building  of  our 
City,  our  State,  and  our  Nation;  educate  the  public  of  the  era  of  Chinese  Exclusion  and  its 
lessons  for  today;  and  assure  that  the  civil  and  human  rights  of  all  San  Franciscans  will  never 
again  be  infringed  upon  based  on  race  or  national  origin.

Resolution  calling  for  an  inclusive  and  multilingual  advance  letter  in  the  2010  Census 

WHEREAS,  in  advance  of  each  decennial  Census,  the  United  States  Census  Bureau 
issues  an  informational  letter  notifying  all  households  of  the  upcoming  Census  count  process; 
and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  a  large  number  of  foreign-born  and  non-English 
speaking  residents,  where  over  270,000  are  immigrants,  61%  from  Asian  countries,  21%  from 
Latin  America,  and  over  325,000  San  Francisco  residents  speak  a  language  other  than 
English  at  home;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  advance  of  the  2000  Census,  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau  sent  an  advance 
letter  to  all  San  Francisco  residents  that  provided  information  in  five  non-English  languages, 
including  Spanish,  Chinese,  Korean,  Vietnamese  and  Tagalog;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Census  Bureau  has  decided  to  provide  the  2010  Census 
advance  letter  in  only  English  to  most  households,  and  in  English  and  Spanish  in  some  areas; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Constitution  requires  reapportionment  of  the  State  electoral 
districts  based  on  data  collected  through  the  decennial  Census,  and  the  San  Francisco  City 
Charter  requires  Census  data  to  apportion  legislative  districts  for  the  eleven-member  Board  of 
Supervisors;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  significant  number  of  San  Francisco  residents  will  have  difficulties 
understanding  the  proposed  2010  advance  letter  and  are  unlikely  to  respond  if  the  letter  does 
not  provide  information  in  multiple  languages;  and 
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WHEREAS,  at  least  100,000  San  Francisco  residents  were  left  out  of  the  2000 
Census,  costing  the  City  over  $300  million  in  federal  dollars  over  the  past  10  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  An  inaccurate  2010  Census  count  would  deprive  San  Francisco  of 
hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  in  government  funding,  hinder  the  City's  ability  to  provide  vital 
services  to  its  residents,  and  potentially  distort  electoral  districts  in  the  reapportionment 
process;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  urges  the  United  States 
Census  Bureau  to  institute  policies  that  do  not  undermine  the  accuracy  of  the  Census, 
especially  in  counting  the  residents  of  San  Francisco;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  calls  specifically 
on  the  United  States  Census  Bureau  to  send  a  multilingual  advance  letter  to  every  household 
in  San  Francisco;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  urges  its 
Congressional  delegation  to  advocate  for  a  multilingual  advance  letter  to  support  an  equitable

WHEREAS,  California  incarcerates  167,200  people  in  2009,  the  largest  prison 
population  in  the  nation  and  four  times  the  number  since  1980;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  number  of  felons  paroled  from  California  prisons  has  increased  from 
9,776  in  1977  to  126,559  in  2008;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  been  a  leader  in  successful  reentry  efforts;  and

Resolution  declaring  the  intent  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  to 
reimburse  certain  expenditures  from  proceeds  of  future  bonded  indebtedness; 
authorizing  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director")  to  submit  an 
application  and  related  documents  to  the  California  Debt  Limit  Allocations  Committee 
("CDLAC")  to  permit  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $22,000,000  for  Arlington  Residence;  authorizing  and 
directing  the  Director  to  direct  the  Controller's  Office  to  hold  in  trust  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  $100,000  in  accordance  with  CDLAC  procedures;  authorizing  the  Director  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  the  City  has  on  deposit  the  required  amount;  authorizing  the 
Director  to  pay  an  amount  equal  to  such  deposit  to  the  State  of  California  if  the  City 
fails  to  issue  the  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds;  approving,  for  purposes  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  mortgage 
revenue  bonds  by  the  City  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $22,000,000; 
authorizing  and  directing  the  execution  of  any  documents  necessary  to  implement  this 
Resolution;  and  ratifying  and  approving  any  action  heretofore  taken  in  connection  with 
the  Project  (as  defined  herein)  and  the  Application  (as  defined  herein). 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 

"Board  of  Supervisors"),  after  careful  study  and  consideration,  has  determined  that  there  is  a 

shortage  of  safe  and  sanitary  housing  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City"), 

particularly  for  low  and  moderate  income  persons,  and  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 

residents  of  the  City  and  in  furtherance  of  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  for  the 

City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  multi-family  rental  housing  units;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Acting  under  and  pursuant  to  the  powers  reserved  to  the  City  under 
Sections  3,  5,  and  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  Sections 
1.101  and  9.107  of  the  Charter,  the  City  has  enacted  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Law  (the  "City  Law"),  constituting  Article  I  of  Chapter  43 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  in  order  to  establish  a  procedure  for  the 
authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  funds  to  encourage  the  availability  of  adequate  housing  and  home 
finance  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income,  and  to  develop  viable 
communities  by  providing  decent  housing,  enhanced  living  environments,  and  increased 
economic  opportunities  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7  of  Part  5  thereof  (the  "State  Law"),  the  City  is 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  making  mortgage  loans  or  otherwise 
providing  funds  to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for 
lower  income  households  and  very  low  income  households;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mercy  Housing  XL,  a  California  limited  partnership  (the  "Developer"), 
desires  to  rehabilitate  a  153-unit  residential  rental  housing  development  for  very  low  income 
households  at  472-480  Ellis  Street  to  be  known  as  the  Arlington  Residence  (the  "Project"); 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(the  "Bonds");  and, 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  Resolution  No.  174-09,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
on  May  5,  2009,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  on  May  14,  2009,  the  City  initially 
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approved  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  to  exceed 
$12,000,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Developer  has  returned  to  this  Board  to  request  that  the  City  approve 
the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  to  exceed  $22,000,000  due 
to  increased  costs  associated  with  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  on  and  after  the  date  hereof  in  connection  with  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$22,000,000  to  finance  the  costs  of  the  Project  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the 
Developer  (the  "Loan");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  ail  such  expenditures  made  on  and  after 
the  date  hereof  with  respect  to  the  Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  requires  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  for  the 
Project  with  proceeds  of  a  borrowing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
1 03  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1 986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  August  19,  2009,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  on 
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September  2,  2009,  to  appear  in  The  San  Francisco  Examiner,  which  is  a  newspaper  of 
general  circulation  in  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  has  held  the  public  hearing  descnbed 
above  on  September  2,  2009  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the 
issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
bonds  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by  entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the 
legislature  of  such  state  to  provide  the  method  of  allocating  authority  to  issue  qualified 
mortgage  revenue  bonds  within  such  state;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1 .8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85  of  the  Government  Code  requires  a  local  agency  to  file 
an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California  Debt 
Allocation  Committee  ("CDLAC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 

(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested  and  not  to  exceed  $100,000;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 
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Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  tinat  tl^e  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury 
Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  approve  the  Loan  or 
to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with  the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  Treasury 
Regulations  Section  1 .1 50-2  and  declares  its  intent  to  use  proceeds  of  indebtedness  to 
reimburse  all  future  expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  further  declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the 
Developer  for  actual  expenditures  made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5-  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the 
Project  is  $22,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an  application  (the 
"Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant  to 
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Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  of  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for  private 
activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $22,000,000  for  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
bonds. 

Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $100,000  ("Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  "Hotel  Tax  Fund").

WHEREAS,  In  April  2004,  the  United  States  Navy  ("Navy")  and  the  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency  ("SFRA")  entered  into  a  legally  binding  conveyance  agreement 
("Conveyance  Agreement")  that  established  a  framework  and  orderly  process  for  the  SFRA  to 
receive  at  no  cost  conveyances  of  parcels  at  the  Hunters  Point  Naval  Shipyard  ("Shipyard") 
after  the  Navy  has  completed  environmental  remediation  on  those  parcels;  and, 

WHEREAS,  An  important  provision  of  the  Conveyance  Agreement  required  the  Navy 
to  fund  reasonable  levels  of  fire  services  to  the  Shipyard  until  the  bulk  of  the  Shipyard  is  clean

WHEREAS,  Planning  Code  Section  306.7  provides  for  the  imposition  of  interim  zoning 
controls  to  accomplish  several  objectives,  including  preservation  of  residential  and  mixed 
residential  and  commercial  areas  in  order  to  preserve  the  existing  character  of  such 
neighborhoods  and  areas,  and  development  and  conservation  of  the  commerce  and  industry 
of  the  City  in  order  to  maintain  the  economic  vitality  of  the  City,  to  provide  its  citizens  with 
adequate  jobs  and  business  opportunities,  and  to  maintain  adequate  services  for  its  residents, 
visitors,  businesses  and  institutions;  and 

WHEREAS,  Polk  Street  has  witnessed  an  increase  in  the  number  of  enterpnses  selling 
paraphernalia,  devices,  or  instruments  that  are  designed  and  manufactured  for  the  smoking, 
ingesting,  inhaling,  or  otherwise  introducing  into  the  body  of  tobacco,  products  prepared  from 
tobacco,  or  controlled  substances  as  defined  in  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  Sections 
1 1054  et  seq.;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  inordinate  number  of  these  enterprises  appears  to  contribute  directly 
to  numerous  peace,  health,  safety,  and  general  welfare  problems,  including  drug  use,  drug 
sales,  drug  trafficking,  other  crimes  associated  with  drug  use,  loitering,  and  littering,  as  well  as 
traffic  circulation,  parking,  and  noise  problems  on  public  streets  and  neighborhood  lots;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  existence  of  such  problems  adversely  impacts  the  health,  safety,  and 
welfare  of  residents  of  nearby  areas,  including  fear  for  the  safety  of  children,  elderly  and 
disabled  residents,  and  visitors  to  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  Such  problems  also  contribute  to  the  deterioration  of  the  surrounding 
neighborhoods,  concomitant  devaluation  of  real  property,  and  destruction  of  community 
values  and  quality  of  life;  and 

WHEREAS,  Such  adverse  impacts  also  discourage  more  desirable  and  needed 
commercial  uses  in  the  area;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proliferation  of  these  enterprises  has  had,  and  will  continue  to  have, 
detrimental  impacts  on  the  Polk  Street  area;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  interim  controls  are  intended  and  designed  to  deal  with  and 
ameliorate  the  problems  and  conditions  associated  with  the  proliferation  of  establishments 
selling  Tobacco  Paraphernalia  in  the  Polk  Neighborhood  Commercial  District,  by  requiring 
conditional  use  authorization  for  such  establishments  uses  during  the  next  year;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  considered  the  impact  on  the  public  health,  safety,  peace, 
and  general  welfare  if  the  interim  controls  proposed  herein  were  not  imposed;  and

provided,  however,  that  there  is  no  expansion  or  significant  change  in  mode  or  character  of 
the  enterprise  which  intensifies  the  area  devoted  to  selling  Tobacco  Paraphernalia;  or,  to 
Medical  Cannabis  Dispensaries,  as  defined  in  Section  3201  (f)  of  the  San  Francisco  Health 
Code. 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  purposes  of  these  interim  controls  "conditional  use" 
shall  have  the  meaning  given  that  term  in  Planning  Code  Section  303;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  purposes  of  these  interim  controls,  the  Planning 
Commission,  as  part  of  its  decision  on  a  conditional  use  application  for  any  use  subject  to 
these  controls,  shall  make  the  following  findings: 

(1 )  The  concentration  of  such  establishments  in  the  particular  zoning  district  for  which 
they  are  proposed  does  not  appear  to  contribute  directly  to  peace,  health,  safety,  and  general 
welfare  problems,  including  drug  use,  drug  sales,  drug  trafficking,  other  crimes  associated 
with  drug  use,  loitering,  and  littering,  as  well  as  traffic  circulation,  parking,  and  noise  problems 
on  the  district's  public  streets  and  lots; 

(2)  The  concentration  of  such  establishments  in  the  particular  zoning  district  for  which 
they  are  proposed  does  not  appear  to  adversely  impact  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  controls  shall  remain  in  effect  for  one  year 
or  until  the  adoption  of  permanent  legislation  regulating  Tobacco  Paraphernalia 
Establishments,  as  defined  herein,  in  the  Polk  Street  Neighborhood  Commercial  District,  as 
defined  in  Section  723.1  of  the  Planning  Code,  whichever  first  occurs;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  zoning  controls  advance  and  are  consistent 
with  Priority  Policies  the  Planning  Code  Section  101.1,  particularly  Policies  1  and  2,  in  that 
they  attempt  to  preserve  and  enhance  the  character  and  vitality  of  one  of  the  City's 
neighborhoods.  With  respect  to  Priority  Policies  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  and  8,  the  Board  finds  that  these 
interim  zoning  controls  do  not,  at  this  time,  have  an  effect  upon  these  policies,  and  thus,  will 
not  conflict  with  said  policies.

[Acquisition  of  Muni  Fillmore  Substation  at  1190  Fillmore  Street.] 

Resolution  approving  the  acquisition  of  real  property  with  improvements  located  at 
1 190  Fillmore  Street  (at  Turk  Street),  together  with  a  Certificate  for  171,308  units  of 
Transferable  Development  Rights  and  $135,225  in  predevelopment  planning  funds  from 
the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  Muni  Substation, 
at  no  cost  to  the  City. 

WHEREAS,  In  May  2003,  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  (the  "Agency") 
acquired  from  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  that  certain  property  with  improvements 
located  at  1 190  Fillmore  Street  (the  "Property")  and  the  adjacent  parcel  located  at  1345  Turk 
Street  for  $900,000  for  the  primary  use  and  development  of  affordable  housing,  to  provide  art 
and  community  uses,  and  other  publicly  beneficial  uses,  as  set  forth  in  the  City's  Board  of 
Supervisors  Resolution  No.  254-03;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  building  on  the  Property  is  known  as  the  Municipal  Railway  Substation 
Building  (the  "Muni  Substation")  and  is  a  City-designated  historical  landmark  (Landmark  No. 
105,  April  23,  1979);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Property  is  located  within  the  boundary  of  the  former  Western 
Addition  Redevelopment  Project  Area  A-2  and  was  subject  to  the  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the 
Western  Addition  Redevelopment  Project  Area  A-2,  which  expired  on  January  1,  2009;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Agency  intended  to  rehabilitate  the  Muni  Substation  as  part  of  its 
implementation  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Western  Addition  Redevelopment  Project 
Area  A-2  ("Redevelopment  Plan"),  but  could  not  find  a  developer  with  an  economically 
feasible  plan  for  the  project  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  In  March  2009,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Resolution  No.  92-09  granting 
the  Agency's  request  to  amended  the  Agency's  budget  for  fiscal  year  2008-09  to  reprogram 
certain  funds  upon  the  following  conditions:  (i)  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  by  the  Agency 
approving  a  Term  Sheet  to  transfer  the  Muni  Substation  to  the  City;  and  (ii)  to  replenish  said 
re-programmed  funds  through  the  transfer  of  171,308  units  of  Transferable  Development 
Rights  ("TDRs")  to  the  City  for  the  purpose  of  rehabilitating  the  Muni  Substation; 

(iii)  appropriate  approximately  $535,000  to  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  ("OEWD")  for  marketing  and  economic  development  activities  in  the  Fillmore 
Jazz  Preservation  District,  including  predevelopment  planning  for  the  Muni  Substation,  and 

(iv)  provided  that  a  purchase  agreement  for  the  conveyance  of  the  Property  from  the  Agency 
to  the  City  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  approval;  and, 

WHEREAS.  The  Agency  and  OEWD  have  agreed  that  a  portion  of  the  $535,000 
should  be  allocated  for  predevelopment  planning  activities  for  the  Muni  Substation  and  in 
June  2009,  on  the  basis  of  the  predevelopment  plan  for  the  Property  prepared  by  OEWD,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  released  from  reserve  $135,225  to  be  transferred  from  the  Agency  to 
OEWD  for  this  purpose  (the  "Predevelopment  Funds");  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2006,  the  Agency  acquired  171,308  square  feet  of  transferable 
development  rights  ("TDRs")  from  the  owner  of  the  Rincon  Annex  at  121  Spear  Street  to  be 
used  for  the  preservation  of  historic  properties  within  or  near  a  redevelopment  project  area; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  a  settlement  agreement  dated  April  15,  2008  between 
the  Agency,  the  City  and  San  Francisco  Historic  Resources  Advocates,  the  Agency  may 
receive  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  TDRs  and  use  the  proceeds  for  the  preservation  of 
historic  buildings;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  On  February  17,  2009  by  Resolution  No.  18-2009,  the  Agency 
Commission:  (!)  approved  a  Term  Sheet  to  transfer  the  Property  to  the  City  at  no  cost; 
(ii)  approved  transfer  of  the  TDRs  to  the  City  for  the  purpose  of  rehabilitating  the  Muni 
Substation;  and  (iii)  authorized  the  Agency's  Executive  Director  to  execute  transfer 
agreements  and  other  agreements  and  documents  required  to  fulfill  the  terms  of  the  Term 
Sheet;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Muni  Substation  was  purchased  with  tax  increment  funds  and  Section 
33433  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  requires  the  Agency  to  transfer  the  property  at 
fair  market  value  or  fair  reuse  value.  The  Agency  purchased  the  Property  and  the  adjacent 
parcel  together  for  $900,000.  However,  the  Property  has  no  real  economic  value  because  the 
cost  of  rehabilitation  exceeds  the  fair  market  value  after  such  rehabilitation.  Therefore, 
transferring  the  Muni  Substation  to  the  City  at  no  cost  is  in  compliance  with  33433  of  the 
California  Health  and  Safety  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  33433  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  requires  the 
Board  of  Supervisors'  approval  of  its  sale  or  lease  after  public  hearing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  33433  of  the  Health  and 
Safety  Code,  the  Agency  prepared  and  submitted  a  report  including  a  copy  of  the  proposed 
Agreement  for  Transfer  of  Real  Estate,  and  a  summary  of  this  transaction,  the  value  of  the 
property  interest  to  be  conveyed  and  other  information  was  made  available  for  the  public 
inspection;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  the  Agency  have  agreed  to  a  purchase  agreement  through 
which  the  Agency  will  transfer  the  Property  to  the  City  at  no  cost,  along  with  the  TDRs  and  the 
Predevelopment  Funds,  a  copy  of  which  purchase  agreement  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  under  File  No.      090993        (the  "Purchase  Agreement");  and. 
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WHEREAS,  The  Agency  will  subdivide  the  Property  and  the  adjacent  parcel  at  1345 
Turk  Streets  into  two  parcels,  and  upon  such  subdivision  the  Property  will  be  ready  for 
transfer  to  the  City  "AS  IS";  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Purchase  Agreement  restates  the  requirement  imposed  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  Resolution  92-09  which  provides  that  repayments  by  the  Agency  from  loans 
made  under  the  Fillmore  Jazz  Preservation  Revolving  Loan  Program  from  the  reprogrammed 
funds  shall  be  used,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law  for  redevelopment  purposes  under  the 
Community  Redevelopment  Law,  and  subject  to  review  and  approval  by  the  Board  of 
Supen/isors  and  Finance  Committee:  (i)  to  assist  in  the  rehabilitation  and  reuse  of  the  Muni 
Substation,  or  (ii)  if  the  OEWD  and  the  Real  Estate  Division  determine  that  these  funds  are

Resolution  recognizing  October  18,  2009  as  Central  American  People's  Day,  and  to 
acknowledge  Central  American  Resource  Center's  (CARECEN)  contributions  in 
organizing  the  second  annual  Central  American  community  "Festival  de  los  Volcanes," 
and  commending  Supervisor  David  Campos  and  Aura  Beteta  for  their  exemplary 
leadership  on  behalf  of  the  City's  immigrant  community. 

WHEREAS,  The  Central  American  Resource  Center  (CARECEN)  is  an  immigrant 
family  wellness  and  empowerment  agency  committed  to  providing  needed  services  to  effect 
long-term  change;  and 

WHEREAS,  For  the  last  twenty-three  years  CARECEN  has  fulfilled  its  mission  to 
enhance  the  quality  of  life  for  Latino  and  immigrant  residents  through  wellness,  family 
empowerment,  and  legal  and  advocacy  programs  that  emphasize  family  support;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CARECEN  will  be  honoring  Central  Americans  presence  in  San  Francisco 
by  organizing  the  second  annual  "Festival  of  the  Volcanes:  Celebrating  Central  America"; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  CARECEN's  second  annual  "Festival  de  los  Volcanes"  is  a  cultural 
celebration  that  aims  to  educate,  inspire,  unify,  and  create  trans-generational  bonds  within  the 
Central  American  community  in  the  Bay  Area;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Central  Americans  have  a  tradition  of  migrating  to  the  United  States  that 
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dates  back  more  than  a  century  due  to  economic  and  political  instability  in  their  countries  of 
origin;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Significant  numbers  of  early  immigrants  arrived  in  the  United  States 
during  the  1930's-1940's  and  resettled  in  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  Houston  and  New 
Orleans  while  escaping  their  failing  economies,  political  persecution  and  the  lack  of  personal 
freedoms;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Central  American  immigrants,  as  active  members  of  social  migration 
networks,  helped  to  establish  the  social  and  economic  foundations  in  the  Latin  American 
immigrant  communities  in  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  early  Central  American  immigrants  that  settled  in  San  Francisco 
provided  much  benefit  to  the  future  generations  of  Central  Americans  that  would  later  arrive  in 
the  United  States;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Central  Americans  relied  mostly  on  family  networks  rather  than  ethnic, 
neighborhood,  village,  or  national  migration  networks  during  the  early  migrations  to  the  United 
States.  Furthermore,  many  of  these  immigrants  v/ere  members  of  the  urban  middle  classes 
and  had  relatively  high  levels  of  education.  Many  were  intellectuals,  teachers,  labor 
organizers,  political  dissidents,  or  exiled  military  officers  that  were  not  in  agreement  with  their 
Central  American  governments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  influx  of  Central  American  immigrants  to  this  country  increased  at  an 
extremely  rapid  pace  in  the  late  1970's  and  early  1980's.  Presently,  Central  America  ranks  as 
the  Latin  American  region  contributing  second  largest  number  of  legal  and  undocumented 
immigrants  to  the  United  States;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  has  historically  been  a  haven  for  Central 
American  immigrants  as  the  local  communities  have  provided  the  social  and  cultural  support 
systems  that  have  helped  their  successful  adaptation  and  incorporation  into  their  local 
communities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CARECEN's  "Festival  of  the  Volcanes"  will  celebrate  the  customs, 
cultures  and  other  contributions  of  Central  Americans  in  San  Francisco's  Bay  Area  and 
provide  an  opportunity  for  show/casing  the  region's  people,  environment,  and  history;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CARECEN's  "Festival  of  the  Volcanes"  will  be  a  free  family  and 
community  event  aimed  at  the  diverse  communities  of  indigenous,  afro-centroamericano,  and 
other  marginalized  groups  but  inclusive  of  cultural  traditions  and  voices  of  unity  among  all 
San  Francisco  residents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CARECEN's  "Festival  of  the  Volcanes"  will  encourage  and  promote 
collaboration  with  a  broad  spectrum  of  organizations,  businesses,  and  groups  serving  or 
working  with  the  Central  American  community;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  "Festival  of  the  Volcanes"  will  highlight  issues  affecting  the  Central 
American  community  in  San  Francisco  including  immigration,  education,  healthcare,  and 
affordable  housing.  The  Festival  is  also  designed  to  promote  social  justice  in  fair  trade 
practices,  companies,  and  products  which  provide  living  wages  to  Central  Americans;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  "Festival  of  the  Volcanes"  is  an  expression  of  a  broad  collaboration  of 
leaders  and  community  organizations,  housed  and  sponsored  under  CARECEN,  and  steered 
by  a  committee  of  individuals  representing  all  Central  American  countries;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  "Festival  of  the  Volcanes"  will  be  paying  tribute  to 
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Supervisor  David  Campos,  the  first  Guatemalan  immigrant  to  be  elected  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Campos  was  originally  from  Puerto  Barrios,  Guatemala,  and 
immigrated  to  the  US  in  the  mid  1980s.  For  20  years  Supervisor  Campos  has  shov^n 
commitment  to  the  Latino  community  by  fighting  for  the  civil  rights  for  all  people.  Supervisor 
Campos  grew  up  in  South  Central  Los  Angeles  and  graduated  from  Han/ard  University  with  a 
law  degree;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  "Festival  de  los  Volcanes"  will  also  be  paying  tribute  to 
Aura  Beteta,  a  Nicaraguan-born  social  justice  and  cultural  advancement  leader.  In  her  more 
than  50  years  of  work,  she  has  served  the  Nicaraguan  government  in  a  number  of  roles 
including,  cultural  attache  for  the  Nicaraguan  consulate  in  Canada  and  as  the  Nicaraguan 
consul  general  in  San  Francisco.  In  the  last  ten  years  she  has  worked  tirelessly  to  gather 
material  aid  and  work  in  solidarity  with  people  in  Nicaragua  and  the  rest  of  Central  America;

WHEREAS.  Pursuant  to  Section  25.5  of  Article  Xlli  of  the  California  Constitution  and 
Chapter  14XXXX  of  the  California  Statutes  of  2009  (Assembly  Bill  No.  15),  as  amended  (the 
"Act"),  certain  local  agencies  within  the  State  of  California  (the  "State")  are  entitled  to  receive 
certain  payments  to  be  made  by  the  State  on  or  before  June  30,  2013,  as  reimbursement  for 
reductions  in  the  percentage  of  the  total  amount  of  ad  valorem  property  tax  revenues 
allocated  to  such  local  agencies  during  the  State's  2009-10  fiscal  year  (the  "Reimbursement 
Payments"),  which  reductions  have  been  authorized  pursuant  to  Sections  100.05  and  100.06 
of  the  California  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  a  local  agency  within  the  meaning 
of  Section  6585(f)  of  the  California  Government  Code  (the  "Seller"),  is  entitled  to  and  has 
determined  to  sell  all  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  Seller  in  and  to  its  "Proposition  1 A 
receivable",  as  defined  in  Section  6585(g)  of  the  California  Government  Code  (the 
"Proposition  1 A  Receivable"),  namely,  the  right  to  payment  of  moneys  due  or  to  become  due 
to  the  Seller  pursuant  to  Section  25.5(a)(1  )(B)(iii)  of  Article  XIII  of  the  California  Constitution 
and  Section  100.06  of  the  California  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code,  in  order  to  obtain  money  to 
fund  public  capital  improvements  or  working  capital;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Seller  is  authorized  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  its  property  as  the 
interests  of  its  residents  require;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Statewide  Communities  Development  Authority,  a  joint 
exercise  of  powers  authority  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  (the 
"Purchaser"),  has  been  authorized  pursuant  to  Section  6588(x)  of  the  California  Government 
Code  to  purchase  the  Proposition  1A  Receivable;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Purchaser  desires  to  purchase  the  Proposition  1 A  Receivable  and  the 
Seller  desires  to  sell  the  Proposition  1 A  Receivable  pursuant  to  a  purchase  and  sale 
agreement  by  and  between  the  Seller  and  the  Purchaser  in  the  form  presented  to  this  Board 
of  Supervisors  (the  "Sale  Agreement")  for  the  purposes  set  forth  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  finance  the  purchase  price  of  the  Proposition  1 A  Receivable 
from  the  Seller  and  the  purchase  price  of  other  Proposition  1A  Receivables  from  other  local 
agencies,  the  Purchaser  will  issue  its  bonds  (the  "Bonds")  pursuant  to  Section  6590  of  the 
California  Government  Code  and  an  Indenture  (the  "Indenture"),  by  and  between  the 
Purchaser  and  Wells  Fargo  Bank,  National  Association,  as  trustee  (the  "Trustee"),  which 
Bonds  will  be  payable  solely  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Seller's  Proposition  1 A  Receivable  and 
other  Proposition  1A  Receivables  sold  to  the  Purchaser  by  local  agencies  in  connection  with 
the  issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Seller  acknowledges  that  (i)  any  transfer  of  its  Proposition  1 A 
Receivable  to  the  Purchaser  pursuant  to  the  Sale  Agreement  shall  be  treated  as  an  absolute 
sale  and  transfer  of  the  property  so  transferred  and  not  as  a  pledge  or  grant  of  a  security 
interest  by  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  secure  a  borrowing,  (ii)  any  such  sale  of  its 
Proposition  1A  Receivable  to  the  Purchaser  shall  automatically  be  perfected  without  the  need 
for  physical  delivery,  recordation,  filing  or  further  act,  (iii)  the  provisions  of  Division  9 
(commencing  with  Section  9101)  of  the  California  Commercial  Code  and  Sections  954.5  to 
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955.1  of  the  California  Civil  Code,  inclusive,  shall  not  apply  to  the  sale  of  its  Proposition  1 A 
Receivable,  and  (iv)  after  such  transfer,  the  Seller  shall  have  no  right,  title,  or  interest  in  or  to 
the  Proposition  1A  Receivable  sold  to  the  Purchaser  and  the  Proposition  1 A  Receivable  will 
thereafter  be  owned,  received,  held  and  disbursed  only  by  the  Purchaser  or  a  trustee  or  agent 
appointed  by  the  Purchaser;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Seller  acknowledges  that  the  Purchaser  will  grant  a  security  interest  in 
the  Proposition  1A  Receivable  to  the  Trustee  and  any  credit  enhancer  to  secure  payment  of 
the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  by  the  Purchaser  to, 
among  other  things,  pay  the  purchase  price  of  the  Proposition  1 A  Receivable;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Seller  will  use  the  proceeds  received  from  the  sale  of  the  Proposition 
1 A  Receivable  for  any  lawful  purpose  as  permitted  under  the  applicable  laws  of  the  State; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .     All  of  the  recitals  set  forth  above  are  true  and  correct,  and  this  Board 
hereby  so  finds  and  determines. 

Section  2.  The  Seller  hereby  authorizes  the  sale  of  the  Proposition  1 A  Receivable  to 
the  Purchaser  for  a  price  equal  to  the  amount  certified  as  the  Initial  Amount  (as  defined  in  the 
Sale  Agreement)  by  the  County  auditor  pursuant  to  the  Act.  The  form  of  Sale  Agreement 
presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  approved.  An  Authorized  Officer  (as  set  forth 
in  Appendix  A  of  this  Resolution,  attached  hereto  and  by  this  reference  incorporated  herein)  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  and  deliver  the  Sale  Agreement  on  behalf  of  the 
Seller,  which  shall  be  in  the  form  presented  at  this  meeting. 
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Section  3.     Any  Authorized  Officer  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  send,  or  to 
cause  to  be  sent,  an  irrevocable  written  instruction  to  the  State  Controller  (the  "Irrevocable 
Written  Instruction")  notifying  the  State  of  the  sale  of  the  Proposition  1A  Receivable  and 
instructing  the  disbursement  pursuant  to  Section  6588.6(c)  of  California  Government  Code  of 
the  Proposition  1A  Receivable  to  the  Trustee,  on  behalf  of  the  Purchaser,  which  Irrevocable 
Written  Instruction  shall  be  in  the  form  presented  at  this  meeting. 

Section  4.     The  Authorized  Officers  and  such  other  Seller  officers,  as  appropriate, 
are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  to 
execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  documents,  including  but  not  limited  to,  if  required, 
appropriate  escrow  instructions  relating  to  the  delivery  into  escrow  of  executed  documents 
prior  to  the  closing  of  the  Bonds,  and  such  other  documents  mentioned  in  the  Sale  Agreement

Resolution  approving  the  issuance  and  sale  of  tax-exempt  bonds  by  the  California 
Statewide  Communities  Development  Authority  (CSCDA)  in  an  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $11,000,000  for  financing  the  acquisition,  construction  and 
rehabilitation  of  Crescent  Manor  -  467  Turk  Street,  subject  to  the  requirements  of 
Article  IX  of  Chapter  43  of  the  Administrative  Code. 

WHEREAS,  CSCDA  (the  "Authority"),  proposes  to  issue  multifamily  housing  revenue 
bonds  (the  "Bonds")  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $1 1 ,000,000  and  to  lend  the  proceeds 
thereof  to  Crescent  Manor  Partners,  LP  or  any  successor  thereto,  (the  "Borrower"),  to  be  used 
for  the  acquisition,  construction  and  rehabilitation  by  Borrower  of  a  94-unit  apartment  project 
to  be  known  as  Crescent  Manor  Apartments  (the  "Project")  to  be  located  at  467  Turk  Street  in
